““ Getting the Nomination.”

BY FLEDERIC J, HANIKIN,

With the Hepublican convention just
belind end the Demoeratie convention
just before them, the American people
nre greatly exercised at this time about
the whas, whys and hows of “getting
tha nomination! Bo fur as nattonal
politics I8 concerned, ane mighl search
the Constitution and the laws forever
and never find one word to authorize
n political convention, or to glve powe
10 o convenlion’s mandate. Yet a vast
number of the voters of the United
HStates place the actlon of the conven-
tion above their, own convictions and
vote for the mnomlnee regardless of
persenal preferences,  And the mem-
Yers of the electoral college—rnone has
ever disobeyedsthe command of his
party convention,

Folltical party nominations ara
necessary to the career of the Amerl-
can statesman. No man s so gredt
that he ean enter publie life without
the aid of @ nomination to help him
to offies, or the capiaelty to control
nominations to help others to office,
The infrequent successes of Independ-
ant capdidates for minor offices mark
the oxception which but proves the
rule. Therefore, It is apparent thati
the whole fabrie of our political inki-
tutions rests upon the political party
nominutton. The votera can chooze
no, better man fop Presldent than s
nominated by 1he parties. The #so-
c¢illed {ndependent volers can never
select & man o serve in the Wiite
House, That section of the public maiy
induce a party to toke Its cholee by
Vvartering a promise of Lhe “independ-
ont” vote, but under ordinary elrcum-
stances It must take what the partles
glve It; the greater of two goods, or
the lesser of twa evils.

Just at this time it {8 Intereating ta
mark tho progresa of the nominating
machinery of the American political
pariles, In the beginnlng there was
the catcus, then came the delegated
conventlen, and now the direct pri-
mary election bids falr to carry the
machinery to its most demopcratic ¢x-
tromity, There g great talk of con-
ventlons that are boss-ridden nnd Lhe
lika, There has been such talk bafore;
ever slnce conventions were held, In
fact. The greater voalume of complaint
now s but the eyvidence of the In-
creasing purpose of the peopla to teke
the ‘power of nominating {nto their
awn hands.

Leaving aside the hosts of municipal,
county, State and congreaslonal offlces,
for which nominations are already
made by direct primaries in many
States, it s Interesting to apply tha
theory of the direct primary to the
nomination for the presidency, the most
Important function exercized by politi-
cal party.

The framers of the Constitution dld
not belleve the people posgessed suf-
ficient wisdom and judgment to gelect
the Chief Executive of the Federal
government. They battled long ' over
the propoesition of leaving thai selee-
tion to the National Legislature, or of
Intrusting It to the several State Leg-
islatures, In the end, they left |t to
electors Lo be appointed by the vyrious
Slates—not by the people of the States
—in such manner as cach Stats Legls-
lature might direct, :

The Constitution was null and vold
from the very beginning, so far as the
spirit of this provision was concerned.
The people had every confldence in
their ability to select & President, and
they were very careful to choose as
electors only those persons who would
reflect the popular will, Thua the elec-
toral college came to be merely ARn
emply form, so [ar as the constitntional
functlon of choosing a Presldent I8
concerned. It i{s very far from heing
an empty form in that it provides a
system which glves the smaller States
mora power in proportion to their pop-
ulption than would obtain in a direct
vote; and thua makes the selectlon of
n minerity President poaslbla,

Tho fathers declined the proposition
to vest the power of selecting o Presi-
dent In the hands of Congress oul of
conslderation for the integrity of the
tri-partite svstem of government they
weras eatablishing, !n which the checks
and balances of and between the Ex-
acutive, Judiclal and Legislative De-
partments were so nicely adjusted. But
Congress soon percaived that the elec-
toral college was amenable to the pop-
ular will, " Thergfore, ‘1t set about to
captaln and comimand that wlll, thus
yirtunlly giving Congress the power to
name ithe Prasident.

Politlcal parties appeared {n Con-
gress before lines weare drawn among
the peaple. The congressional. caucus
wius the result. From 1788 unidl 1300
tha Presidents wera named by Informal
party caucuges of nembers of Con-
gregs, The attacks on “King Caucus'
wera hegun in the public press as early
as 1800, although the first formally
convoked nominating cazucus was not
held untll 1804. From that tlme until
1824, “King Caucus' ruled sunpreme,

by. the members of Congress.

If that method of selecting party
candidates for Prosident had prevalled,
It 1s A safe bet that the llst of Frasi-
donts. from Montoe's time unt!l now
would not contain a eingls name which
it now henrs.  Congress has‘always
looked at things from a npoint of Yiew
quite different from that of the voter,
It doas not require great menial aAgll-
Ity to imagine that tha present Rapub-
lican members of Congress would not
chonse Mr, Taft, or that the Tremocrats
In Congress might profer another than
v, Bryan, Certaln it s that no con-
gresslonal caucus. wonld have pomls
nated Theodore R?]nsafe"' Abraham

r Andraw Jackson.

LI?!.W:\:L: the cevtainty that a caucus
would noti nominate Jaclkson that led
to the ‘establishment of the conven-
tlon: system by the overthrow of “King
Cauous In 1823 the Tennsusses Legia-
laturs by an informal vote placed the
name. of Andrew Jaokson in nomina-
tlon for Presldent.

and the Presidents ware, in fact, chosen:

dent since his day lind used the power
of patronage tor’ political purposcs, to
fan extent varying with the personal
charncterlstics of the man In office and
the nocedsities of the oceasion.

Jackson forced the nomination of his
Cablnel minister, Murtin Van Buren, us
his successor. e used the Foderal
officeholders to get the nomination for
Van Buren. 3Mr. Hoosevelt wny have
used the officeholders for a llke pur-
pose, and the "aliles” may have cursed
bitterly, but they sald the same things
and breathed the same curses, which
ware heard when Jackson was In tha
White House.

The differeance nownadays is the in-
croosing Importance of the primary. A
direct primary for presidentlal noimi-
nations, hi= not heen suggested serl-
ously AW yet. But many States ara
slready declding the question of in-
structions ta delegaten hy a prlmary,
Mr. Taft defeated Mr. Roosevelt In the
Callfornls  Republlcan pleblécite thia
spring,  Mr., Bryan was glven Inatfue-
tlons by Wisconsin and Alabama by a
popular party vote. ’

Complaints that delegates to conven-
tlona are not left to do thel® will- and
to follow thelr judgment, but are
driven under the whip by the control
of the party leader, are often heard.
Just at this time Mr. Roosevelt and Mr,
|Bryan are called the “bosses” of the
two great parties, Yet a glance at the
past wlll show that no pariy leader cap
control delegates nt a natlonal conven-
tlon to go agalpst the will of the
masges of the party. A leader often
can compol the delegates to go against
thelr own will If lie has the masses on
his side,

‘What did the power of the adminls-
tration amount Lo In the convention to
nominete a candidate to subceed Ar-
thur? It was used, but all In vain, Mr.
Cleveland, like Mr. Roosevelt, had very
pronounced ideas about the elwil wer-
vica and “pernicious activity In poli-
ties: but they dld not prevent the
power of the Claveland officeholders
from belng used {n conventions. Whit
did |t amount to in Chleago In 1896
after Mr, Bryan brought In the cross
of gold and the crown of thorns?

There wne n time when the pational
conventlions met without any one's he
ing able o forecast the ootecome.
There would he a dozen candldates to
start with, and frequently 4 dark horse
would win. It was exclting, it was in-
taresting, but [t wes not alwavs for
the best, The delegates Liad much mors
freedom than - they have in these latier
daya, It {s true, but the very naoture of
a convention prevents true deliberation
Delegates left unhampered by ‘instruc-
‘tlons are apt to be swayed by the most
artificial devicesa; they are wvery un-
likely to con=lder the genulne needs
of the party and country.

After awhile the people began to
object to the Introduction of so many
darlk horses. TInetrugtions to delega-
tions hecame more fraquently the ex-
pression of the opinlon of the party in
i State as to the relative merits of
the leading aspirants: less frequently
a compliment for a favorite son and n
basls ror trading and ‘“dark horsing.”
Thoe primary election has given the
vaters conltrol of the nominations for
smaller offices, and they are reaching
out to eontrol the greateet of them
all. This [s the reason the national
conventions have hecome but ratifica-
tion. meetinga which formally reglster
the will of the party.

The tendency toward vesting more
power In the primary means a great
change in  American politles.. Until
this time the greatest Interaet has been
In taking sides with some aspirant and
afding him to work the machinery In
the directlon of “getting the nomina-
tlon.” If the present tendencles are
carried out, the Interest In the futurs
will be changed to the business of tak-
Ing sidas swith some f{dea and alding in
the work of “making the n_nmirmtion."
